REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' claimed 
method was found to be free of any teaching or suggestion in the prior art, based upon 
Applicants' claim amendments, submitted May 20, 2008, specifying how the insulin-complexed 
diketopiperazine microparticles administered in the claimed method were obtained and the 
comparison results submitted under 1.132 declaration by Applicants on October 9, 2007. 
Applicants' declaration data demonstrates a difference in kind in the properties of the insulin- 
complexed diketopiperazine microparticles administered in the instantly claimed method and the 
insulin-encapsulated diketopiperazine microparticles disclosed in the prior art and in Applicants' 
previous work. For example, the insulin-complexed diketopiperazine microparticles of the 
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instant invention maintain the stability of the insulin at much higher levels than the prior art 

insulin-encapsulated diketopiperazine particles upon storage at 40 degrees Celsius and 75% RH 

(See Figure 1 on page 7 of Applicants' 1.132 declaration submitted on 10/9/07). Thus, there is a 

clear and non-obvious difference between the insulin-complexed diketopiperazine particles made 

by the steps recited in Applicants' claims (i.e. (a) providing pre-formed microparticles of 

diketopiperazine in a suspension comprising a solvent, (b) adding insulin to said suspension; and 

(c) removing solvent from said suspension) and the insulin-encapsulated diketopiperazine 

particles described in the cite prior art of record and in Applicants' previous work.
